WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (AP)— 
The Senate tacked on to a pay 
rise bill for top Government offi- 
cials today an amendment direct- 
ing that President Truman. send 
Congress a balanced budget next 
year along with his regular oper- 
ating budget. 

Administration leaders made no 


fight against the amendment. It 
was adopted by voice vote. 

In a balanced budget, Truman 
would have to propose Govern- 
ment spending no greater than 
expected Government income. Con- 
gress members expect that his 
next budget, due in January, will 
call for spending in excess of 
revenue, with the shortage to be 
made up by borrowing. 

Senator McClellan (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas ,who sponsored the amend- 
ment, said the balanced budget 
could serve as a guide to Congress 
in cutting down Government costs. 

The Senate beat down a pro- 
posal that Congress order Truman 
to save 5 to 10 per cent of the 
money it has appropriated for the 
Government this fiscal year, end- 
ing next June 30. Senator Fergu- 
son (Rep.), Michigan, tried to add 
it to the pay-rise bill, but lost, 39 
to 28. 

Salary Boosts Trimmed. 

At a snappish session that lasted 
until last midnight, Senators 
voted—36 to 16—to trim 
boosts approved by the House for 
Cabinet. members and _ upper- 
bracket executives. Administra- 
tion leaders escaped another get- 
back with the defeat of an amend- 
‘ment that would have tied the 
pay rises to the balancing of the 
federal budget. 

The bill as revised is expected 
to cost $700,000 a year. A much 
bigger sum was approved quickly 
by the House yesterday for civil 
service workers generally. It 
would give 885,000 Government 
employes an increase costing $95,- 
062,000 a year—averaging $113 per 
—— It now goes to the Sen- 
ate 

The civil service rise was the 
third such measure the House 
Passed within 24 hours.

HOUSE APPROVES 
$9,009,990, 000 
FOREIGN AlD BILL 


Passes by Voice Vote, 
Sends to Senate Recov- 
ery Measure Agreed 
On by Conferees.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP)— 
A bill authorizing $5,809,990,000 for 
foreign economic aid won House 
approval today and was sent to 
the Senate. The measure was ap- 
proved on a voice vote a day after 
House and Senate conferees had 


agreed on it. 

The $5,809,990,000 bill is the 
product of long weeks of pulling 
and tugging—and eventual com- 
promise—in Congress over Mar- 
shall plan spending. 

The measure provides $3,778,380,- 
000 to carry the Marshall plan 
through this fiscal year, ending 
June 30, 1940. It also gives the 
Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
tration $1,074,000,000 for last April, 
May and June, for which months 
Congress authorized European re- 
covery outlays by ECA but did 
not vote the funds. 

The bill also carries: $45,000,000 
for Greece and Turkey; $912,500,- 
000 for Army occupation costs in 
Germany, Austria, Japan and the 
Ryukyu islands; $110,000 for the 
congressional “watchdog” commit- 
tee which keeps tabs on foreign 
spending. 

The $5,809,990,000 fund is part 
of a dual program to build up 
anti-Communist nations economi- 
nomically and militarily. 


The first part, a $1,314,010,000 
arms program for friendly na- 
tions, cleared Congress yesterday 
and was sent to the White House. 
It gives the President authority to 
start big stocks of war equipment 
on the war to North Atlantic 
treaty allies. 

This measure makes immediately 
available $125,000,000 in cash from 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration to throw the arms plan 
into gear. 

Senate leaders say these funds 
can be used to process and ship 
$450,000,000 worth of surplus 
American equipment to the na- 
tions which have stood with the 
United States in the cold war 
with Russia. 


The House passed the bill, 223 
to 109, a two-to-one vote. A short 
time later the Senate approved 
the measure by voice vote.

LONDON, Sept. 20 (UP) — The 
House of Commons tonight re- 
jected a demand by Winston 
Churchill that it censure the La- 


bor Government for its handling 


of Britain’s financial crisis, includ- 
ing the devaluation of the pound 
sterling. The vote was 350 to 212.

LONDON, Sept. 29 (UP) — 
Health Minister Aneurin Bevan 
challenged Winston Churchill's 
charges that Britain was almost 
down and out today. He said he 
welcomed a chance “to prick this 
bloated bladder of lies upon the 
poinard of truth.” 

The political enmity between 
Churchill and Bevan, the oratori- 
cal giant of the Conservative and 
Labor parties respectively, flared 
anew on the third and final day 


of the House of Commons debate 
on devaluation. 

At the end of the day, the House 
was to ballot on Churchill’s “no 
confidence” motion. Then it was 
to vote on a government motion 
asking for approval of its deval- 
uation action as one short-term 
ansswer to the financial crisis. 
This would be a vote of confi- 
dence, loss of which theoretically 
could overthrow the Government. 
Actually, the Labor majority in 
Commons is so great that the 
possibility seemed remote. 

Bevan, a rough and tumble 
Welshman, tore into Churchill for 
his gloomy appraisal yesterday of 
the situation into which the La- 
borites had placed Britain since 
they came to power in July 1945. 

Churchill Resents Lie.” 

Churchill took up the challenge. 
He said he thought the word “lie” 
should not be used in the House. 
The Speaker ruled thatBevan was 
reciting a»quotation, and not ap- 
plying the word to Churchill. 

“I was referring,” Bevan re- 
torted, “to the a)most Goebbelistic 
system of mass suggestion which 
has been evolved in the course of 
the last four years to try to per- 
suade the British people that they 
are living in far worse conditions 
than they really are.” 

(Paul Joseph Goebbels was 
Propaganda Minister of Nazi Ger- 
many.) 

Bevan said he welcomed the 
chance to “confront Mr. Churchill 
with the facts.” 

“Mr, Churchill is a great styl- 
ist,” he said, “but the reason he 
moves so gracefully across the 
pages is because he carries a very 
light weight of facts. He sub- 
edits history, and if there are any 
disagreeable facts, overboard they 
must go.” 

“Does he not realize the damage 
he is going in Great Britain?” 
Bevan cried, “Would it not be 
better, if he finds it impossible in 
his polemical diatribes, to avoid 
misrepresenting the situation, that 
he should not tarnish his reputa- 
tion further and should retire 
from public life?” 

He said America had not lost 
faith in Britain, and that the Gov- 
ernment had received many sym- 
pathetic letters from the United 


States: recently, especially from 
trade unions. 

Bevan was cheered repeatedly 
by the Laborites. 

“Bankrupt Before War.” 

Referring to the fact that Brit- 
ain’s last favorable balance of 
trade was in 1935, Bevan said “we 
inherited a bankrupt nation,” and 
even before the war, “when we 
were much richer than we are 
now, we were bankrupt.” 

“If the 2,000,000 of unemployed 
had been at work consuming im- 
ported s and raw materials, 
we would have had a catastrophic 
financial crisis in 1936,” he con- 
tinued. “The real financial situa- 
tion under successive Conservative 
governments was masked by semi- 
starvation of the British people.” 

Reviewing more trade figures, 
he continued: 

“Figures have to.be looked at 
in relation to their background, 
and even the effulgence of Mr. 
Churchill is not his own personal 
endowment. It reflects the twi- 
light around him. 

“The facts constitute a com- 
plete rebuttal of all the flatulent 
generalities of yesterday.” 

Attlee Meets With King. 

Before Commons met, Prime 
Minister Clement R. Attlee met 
with King George. Attlee was to 
answer Churchill’s attack later 
in the day but he was not ex- 
pected to accept the Conservative 
challenge for an early election. 

The Labor government still has 
nine months to go to fill out its 
full five-year term of office. The 
last election was held July 5, 1945, 
immediately after the German: sur- 
render. 

The Labor party’s major desire 
to stay in office until July stems 
from its plans for the nationaliza- 
tion of steel. That program will 
become effective late next spring. 
But if an election is held now, it 
would take another two years to 
get the act through the parliamen- 
tary machinery.

PIGKETING: ROW 


Governor Orders Police 
to ‘Suppress Banditry’ 
— Unionists Protest 


Over Hawaii Ship.

THE DALLES, Ore. Sept. 29 
(UP)—Oregon state police carry- 
ing rifles with fixed bayonets 
marched to The Dalles dock to- 
day as a result of picketing by 
ClIO-longshoremen in the “hot” 
Hawaiian pineapple dispute. 

They marched under orders 
from Gov, Douglas McKay to “sup- 
press banditry” following a row 
yesterday. 

Thirty-five blue-uniformed state 
troopers under command of Lt. 
R. C. Williams took up defensive 
patrol positions along the entire 
First street dock frontage along 
the Columbia river. 

The longshoremen are picketing 
a vessel carrying pineapples from 
Hawaii where CIO stevedores have 
been on strike for more than four 
months. 

Matt Meehan, international rep- 
resentative of Harry Bridges’s In- 
ternational Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union, said he ex- 
pected a “strong force” of long- 
shoremen to return to The Dalles 
today. 

But in view of a temporary re- 
straining order issued by the Cir- 
cuit Court against further picket- 
ing here, Meehan Said the men 
will “just walk around like anyone 
else would in the city.” 

“Nothing will happen in this 
town again as long as we're pick- 
eting in it,” Meehan said, “The 
trouble yesterday was instigated 
by hot-heads from California.” 

Gov. McKay, in saying he had 
dispatched police to The Dalles to 
curb “banditry,” added that “we 
won't tolerate that in Oregon.” 

“Harry Bridges is not running 
the state of Oregon,” he said.

Text of Telegram. 

Gov. Smith's telegram follows: 

“The Missouri Pacific Railroad 
strike is disrupting economic con- 
ditions in several states. Some 
businesses are now closed and 
more are threatened. Newspapers 
report no progress is being made. 

“T am calling a meeting of Gov- 
ernors in states affected to meet 
with me in St. Louis at 10 a.m. 
Thursday, Oct. 6, at Hotel Jef- 
ferson in the hope of speeding up 
deliberations looking toward an 
early settlement of this demoral- 
izing strike. I earnestly urge you 
to attend if at all possible. Please 
wire when you expect to arrive 
and reservations will be made for 
you.” 

The telegram to the union offi- 
cers was the same with the excep- 
tion of the next to last sentence, 
which read “As interested parties, 
I earnestly urge you to attend.”

Introduced by retiring Grand 
Master Sunderland, the President 
recalled his own installation into 
the same office nine years ago. 


“It was the highest honor that 
has come to me,” he said. 


One of the Grand Lodge officers | 
whom the President installed was 
Frank P. Briggs of Macon, Mo., 
who was Truman’s successor in 
the Senate, by appointment of 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, after Tru- 
man’s election as Vice President. 
His new office is that of Grand 
Marshal. 

Spurns Topcoat on Walk. 
Earlier today the President, fol- 
lowing his usual custom, took a 
brisk early morning walk in the 
vicinity of the hotel. 


Spurning a topcoat despite the 
chilly 44-degree temperature, he 
strode out of the hotel at 6:30 a.m. 
and headed east on Lindell boule- 
vard, accompanied by secret serv- 
ice men and city detectives. Trail- 
ing were a number of reporters, 
who were hard put to keep up 
with the brisk pace set by the 
President, who swung his arms in

vigorous cadence with his rapid 


automobile. 

Earlier in the evening a large 
crowd had gathered in front of 
the Lambert-St. Louis Field ad- 
ministration building, expecting 
the presidential plane to stop 
there. Word got around that the 
plane would unload at the Naval 
Air Station, however, and several 
hundred persons flanked the air 
station’s gate to see the President 
drive by. 

The presidential procession sped 
east on Natural Bridge road to 
Union boulevard, south to Lindell 
boulevard, east to Vandeventer 
avenue, north to Westminster 
place and east to Spring avenue. 
The President’s car swung back 
on Lindell and up to the circular 
drive in front of the hotel. 


Band Plays at Hotel. 

A crowd of several thousand 
persons across the street from the 
hotel cheered as the President 
stepped from the automobile at 
the east entrance. The Moolah 
Temple band, stationed on a park- 
ing lot across the street, played 
“The Missouri Waltz,” Missouri’s 
new official state song, said to be 


one of the President’s favorite | 


tunes, although it doesn’t have 
much of a rating with his daugh- 
ter, Margaret. 

There were more greetings at 
the entrance and someone asked 
the President what he planned 
to do. “Not a thing,” he answered. 
“Think I’ll just go on to bed.” 


More than 100 persons who had } 


waited in the hotel lobby for a 
glimse of the President were dis- 
appointed when Truman was led 
down an outside walk to another 
Lindell boulevard hotel entrance 
at the west end of the building. 
He immediately entered a waiting 
elevator and went to his rooms. 


City officials, party leaders and 
a group of friends quickly followed 
and visited in the President’s suite 
for about a half hour. Mayor 
Darst, the last to leave, had a 10- 
minute chat with Truman, before 
the President retired shortly after 
11 o'clock. 

Although his visit to St. Louis 
was devoted solely to the Masonic 
meeting, the primary purpose of 
the President’s trip to Missouri is 
to sound the keynote for the 1950 
congressional elections at _ the 
Boyle dinner tonight. 

Talk to Open Campaign. 

His “off-the-cuff” talk at the 
dinner, the biggest gathering of 
prominent Democrats since the 


inauguration, will open the Dem-. 


ocrats’ off-year election campaign. 
Cabinet members, heads of fed- 
eral departments and agencies 
and party leaders will attend. 


Truman has indicated he would 
keep “hands-off” in the Demo- 
cratic primary races for the Sen- 
ate and the House, but has said 
he intends to take an active role 
in the campaign te elect members 
of his party to Congress. Princi- 
pal interest will center around the 
fight of the President and the 
party to unseat Republican Sena- 
tor Forrest Donnell of Missouri.

in the Post-Dispatch Monday. 

Allen said Brown, until June 
editor of Liberty magazine, left 
the firm of Whitaker & Baxter, 
the high-powered publicity organi- 
zation employed by the A.M.A. to 
conduct the campaign, pPparticu- 
larly because he objected to a 
charge that the Department of 
Justice is terrorizing doctors op- 
®posed to President Truman's plan. 
Allen said Brown investigated 
this and decided the Charge was 
false.

Whitaker & Baxter, approved by 
the A.M.A. leadership and signed 
by.

Jury Recommends Mercy for Youth but Not 


for Parent in 


Dover (Del. ) 


Killing. 


DOVER, Del., Sept. 29 (AP)—A 
farm woman and her 16-year-old 
son were found “guilty as charged” 
in Delaware’s “lonely hearts” mur- 
der trial but a recommendation of 
mercy may save both from the 
gallows. 

A jury of 10 men and two wom- 


en last night returned a verdict of 
first degree murder guilt against 
Robert Brennan in the shotgun 
killing of Wade N. Wooldridge, 
67-year-old carpenter from Stone 
Mountain, Va. 

The jury also found Mrs. Inez 
Brennan, 46, guilty as an accom- 
plice. A recommendation of 
mercy was made in the case of 
Robert but not for his mother. 

Under Delaware law, the maxi- 
mum penalty for a principal or an 
accomplice is death by hanging. 
An accomplice, however, may not 
receive a more severe sentence 
than the principal. Thus the rec- 
ommendation of mercy for Robert 
may result in life imprisonment 
for both mother and son. 

Judges to Fix Penalty. 

The three trial judges are not 
bound by the jury’s recommenda- 
tion, however, and could sentence 
Robert and Mrs. Brennan to 
death. 

After the verdict was returned, 
defense counsel was granted until 
Oct. 14 to file petition for a new 
trial. 

Robert Brennan turned pale as 
the jury’s verdict was read. His 
mother wept as the finding on 
Robert was announced, but heard 
her own judgement without show 
of emotion. 

The state contended that Mrs. 
Brennan met Wooldridge through 
lonely hearts correspondence and 
that the Virginian came to Dela- 
ware on Oct, 10, 1948, as the wom- 
an’s suitor. 


State police testified that Rob- 
ert told them he shot Wooldridge 
for his money on his mother’s or- 
ders, buried the body in a pigpen, 
later burned the remains and scat- 
tered the ashes on a city dump. 


The state’s star witness, Mrs. 
Dolly Dean, 26-year-old former 
housekeeper, testified Robert told 
her, “I killed the old man—I shot 
off half his face.” 


Self Defense Claimed. 


At the trial, Robert Brennan 
testified he shot Wooldridge in self 
defense during an argument over 
attentions the youth said Wool- 
dridge paid Mrs. Dean, 


Mrs. Brennan’s two other sons, 
Raymond, 23, and George, 18, were 
seated in the courtroom, They 
are free in bail awaiting trial as 
accessories in the Wooldridge kill- 
ing. 

Also present in the courtroom 
was Mrs. Augustine Elste of Sun- 
cook, N. H., sister of Hugo Schulz, 
New Hampshire farmer whom au- 
thorities in that state charge was 
killed by Mrs. Brennan. New 
Hampshire had planned to try 
Mrs. Brennan for Schulz’s killing 
if she was acquitted in Delaware.

Available for swapping 
are 3,816,000 bales of high quality 
cotton from last year’s crop which 
the Government acquired under 
its price-support programs. 

Some criticism of the bartering 
deals has already started, White 
said. “Some are saying that this 
is bilateral trading,” he said. 
“They say that’s not good. They 
Say we should stick to multi- 
lateral trading.” 

Perhaps as a means of staving 
off some of the controversy, the

The Two Churchills 


In order to understand Winston Churchill’s 
thunderous speech in the House of Commons, it 
is necessary for Americans to remind them- 
selves that there are two Churchills. One is 
the superb war-time leader whom we picture in 
our minds as one of the great statesmen of all 
time. The other—not nearly as well known in 
this country—is the partisan spokesman of the 
Conservative party whose task it is to drum up 
votes. 

From the extreme statements in Mr. Church- 
ill’s attack upon the Labor Government, Ameri- 
cans might deduce that the island of Britain 
was about to slip into the sea and disappear 
from the map of the North Atlantic; they might 
deduce further that the only way to avert this 
calamity would be for Britain to hold a quick 
general election and restore the Tories to power. 

Actually, the Churchill utterance should be 
subject to the same discount that we ourselves 
give to the oratory of keynote speakers at Dem- 
ocratic and Republican national conventions. In 
fact, though it occurred during a debate on de- 
valuation, the Churchill speech was in effect a 
keynote speech, made for the purpose of bring- 
ing on and influencing a general clection. 

If Mr. Churchill had been Prime Minister, 
the chances are that he, like Mr. Attlee, would 
have devalued the pound—the difference be- 
ing that the former says he would have set the 
pound free to find its own level, instead of 
pegging it at $2.80. It may very well be that 
devaluation in the end will do more harm than 
good, but it is now a fait accompli and Britain’s 
job is to make it work as well as possible. The 
Churchill attack, under the circumstances, is a 
highly destructive piece of partisanship. 

Mr. Churchill charges that the Labor Govern- 
ment has brought Britain “to the verge of na- 
tional and international bankruptcy.” But, as 
every serious student of British problems knows, 
the causes for this condition are so deep-seated 
—arising from a veritable revolution in Britain’s 
world trade relations during the last half-cen- 
tury—that no political party caused them and 
no political party could wave a magic wand 
and solve them. 

As a matter of fact, as the Conservatives 
themselves admit, they would not reverse the 
Labor party’s policies if they’: won the national 
election. Actually, they are telling the people 
not only that they would continue the social 
services (such as old age pensions and health 
insurance), but they claim credit for instituting 
many of them. They will not denationalize coal, 
banking and transport. They might somewhat 
decrease taxation, but they could not seriously 
alter the whole tax picture. 

So, when Mr. Churchill intimates that Brit- 
gin’s ills will disappear if the Tories win, he 
is not speaking as a statesman; he is speaking 
as the official partisan mouthpiece of his party. 
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The Homeless Go Home 


Though America avoided many crimes against 
civil rights that might have been expected in 
wartime, the nation did break faith with one 
large group of its people. The Government 
drove 90,000 Japanese-Americans out of Cali- 
fornia in a needless exercise of authoritarian 
To this day no proper restitution has 
been made. 

A United Press report says 65,000 Nisei have 
returned to their home state. Their social con- 
ditions and treatment by the public are both 
largely improved. But the economic assets that 
they worked so hard to gain, against so many 
obstacles in a new and often unfriendly society, 
are gone with the war. 

The family that had bought a $1000 truck 
farm and had been forced to leave found, on re- 
turn, that inflation had multiplied many times 
the price of the land which the family had im- 
proved. Older Nisei who once were independent 
now hunt work as servants, and younger Nisei 
take what jobs their education and local preju- 
dice will permit. 

Society should have done more than permit 
the relocation of these people. It should have 
helped finance them to return to their way of 
life. This is the Government’s responsibility. 

When a tornado obliterates a town, funds for 
reconstruction often come quickly from the Leg- 
islature or Washington. Now that the winds of 
fear and intolerance have blown over the Japa- 
nese-Americans, who will help them? 
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Mr. Wood’s Will 

The idea of loyalty oaths will receive little 
encouragement from the loyalty oath in Sam 
Wood’s will. Under terms established by the 
late film producer, his two daughters may in- 
herit incomes of $1000 a month, provided they 
swear they are not Communists or subversive in 
any way. This proviso sounds irrelevant, imma- 
terial and Hollywoodish. 

Whatever reasons Mr. Wood may have had for 
subjecting his family to a loyalty test, there are 
several kinds of loyalty that such an innovation 
in bequests cannot prove. One is loyalty to the 
memory of the deceased. Another is loyalty to 
the United States, which is hardly determined 
on a cash basis. All that might be determined 
conclusively is loyalty to $1000 per. 

Mr. Wood was militantly anti-Communist, and 
possibly he thought to set a precedent. But few 
people bequeath as much as $1000. A more sat- 
isfactory idea of an heir’s loyalty might be 
gained by making him choose between Commu- 
nism and a bequest of grandma’s walnut 
bedstead. 
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A Cheap Road Trick 


Rural newspapers should publish the names of 
people who sign petitions to bring Gov. Smith’s 
rural road bill before a state-wide referendum. 
Or so says Roy Hamlin, Speaker of the Missouri 
House and a chief campaigner for the bill. In 
that way, says he, “Missouri farmers might have 
a chance to know who the people are that are 
trying to delay the good roads program.” 


This threat will hardly deter those who want 
to sign the petition, but the threat is still a 
cheap thing. Oil, truck and bus companies want 
to defeat the bill‘for a selfish reason. But a 
larger number of Missourians favor more state 
money for rural roads—and are reluctantly sign- 
ing the referendum petitions despite favoring it. 

They are signing up because the bill, as Gov. 
Smith insisted on having it written, levies on all 
the people of the state to help counties without 
requiring them to do their own share of the job 
in return. The bill also sets aside the sound 
road planning of the State Highway Commission 
and turns rural road building into a bountiful 
pork barrel for the special benefit of county 
courthouse rings. 3 

Roy Hamlin is ringing false alarms for the ap- 
parent purpose of setting country people in Mis- 
souri against the city people. And a man who 


would play that ugly game does not hesitate to 
impugn the motives of all good roads advocates 
who hold out for decent and responsible road 
legislation. 
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No-Man’s Land 


The question of Western Electric’s profits 
and prices was properly introduced at the hear- 
ing on Southwestern Bell’s application for a 
second-round rate increase. Unfortunately, there 
is little or nothing the Missouri Public Service 
Commission can do about this gigantic manufac- 
tuying subsidiary. Western Electric has a vir- 
tual monopoly on the sale of equipment to the 
Bell system. But it is not technically a public 
utility and thus escapes regulation. 

Since the prices Western Electric charges the 
Bell companies have a sharp bearing on their 
rates, there should be some means of supervis- 
ing these prices in the public interest. But 
Western Electric remains a no-man’s land. 

Last year, the National Association of Rail- 
road and Utility Commissioners recommended 
a full-dress inquiry into Western Electric. The 
utility commissioners argued that the cost of 
$1,000,000 would be bread cast upon the waters. 
Under this pressure, Western Electric announced 
price decreases. Last winter, the Justice Depart- 
ment filed suit to divorce A.T.&T. from West- 
ern Electric. 

In its 1939 report on the telephone industry, 
the Federal Communications Commission charged 
that Western Electric’s accounting methods do 
not provide the basis for accurate judgment as 
to whether its profits are fair or its prices rea- 
sonable. Said the FCC: 


Prices of telephone plant purchased from 
Western are not the result of arm’s-length 
bargaining between unrestricted buyers and 

sellers. Western’s cost accounting records 
do not provide dependable cost data on 
which to predicate elements of values. The 
Bell system’s occupation of practically the 
entire telephone operating and manufactur- 
ing field precludes any control of Western 
Electric prices through competition and any 
measure of the reasonableness of prices by 
comparisons with other manufacturers. 


Plainly, if telephone rate cases are to be de- 
cided. fairly in the public interest, some means 
should be found either to bring Western Electric 
prices and profits under public scrutiny and 
regulation, or to introduce the corrective ele- 
ment of competition. 
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The Hutcheson Dynasty 

There is a routine answer—with some merit 
in it—to the argument that labor unions lack 
democracy because many of them keep the same 
national officers on the job for decades. The 
answer is that when a corporation finds an able 
president, it. also keeps him year after year. 

But there are labor bosses who owe their long 
tenure to little else than their ruthlessness. A 
reminder of this is the news that “Big Bill” 
Hutcheson, who has ruled over the AFL Car- 
penters since 1915, is planning to turn his presi- 
dential office over to his son, Maurice. “Big 
Bill” is now 74 years old, and he wants his re- 
tirement to mark the establishment of a dynasty. 

He has long been an absolute monarch, thanks 
to a “machine” of union officials of his own ap- 
pointment. Conventions of his union are called 
only when he wants them, and he has gone 
as long as eight years on end without wanting 
one, Locals which protested against his rule 
have been ruthlessly expelled. 

He has supplied men to break carpenters’ 
strikes, and he has made deals with employers 
which undid the gains won in long local nego- 
tiations. He has protected some employers by 
depriving their competitors of workmen. He has 
raided other AFL unions out of existence. He 
has contemptuously ignored AFL decisions 
handed down against him. 

The carpenters’ union was founded here in 
St. Louis in 1881 by Peter J. McGuire, a close 
friend of Samuel Gompers and one of the phi- 
losophers of the labor movement. But after the 
adoption of the rule of “Once wood, it is always 
the right of the carpenter to install it, no mat- 
ter what the material now used may happen to 
be,” the pattern of raiding and jurisdictional 
fighting became well established. Unfortunately, 
there were enough employers willing to make 
deals with the union bosses, no matter how high 
they drove building costs. Hutcheson perfected 
these methods. 

Further, carpenters work on scattered jobs and 
in small numbers. They are easily controlled by 
Hutcheson’s business agents. But that is just one 
of the holds which will have to be loosened if 
they are to escape from the grip of his machine. 
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Water in Politics 

The St. Louis water system was mostly paid 
for by generations of consumers. Yet it has 
been proposed to treat the system like any other 
city department in the new charter, abolishing 
the consumers’ investment and giving all future 
earnings to the city’s general fund. 

In addition to the faults of this plan sketched 
yesterday in these columns, here are four recent 
practical instances of how the system has already 
suffered under City Hall control: 

1. For years the water system and other city 
departments exchanged services without proper 
bookkeeping charges and credits. Neither has 
the city kept books on the physical condition of 
the system. Therefore, as a committee of offi- 
cials and citizens said three years ago, “it is im- 
possible to ascertain . . . the cost of serving 
water in St. Louis.” 

2. The same inquirers found that the city was 
taking and using interest earned on water funds. 
Yet the existing charter seems plainly to forbid 
this practice. 

3. St. Louisans are flagrant water-wasters as 
compared with other cities. Water Commissioner 
Skinker has pointed out repeatedly that putting 
all consumers on meters would end the waste, 
but this advice is not popular with the politi- 
cians. So the 1948 figures show only 13,094 
meters as against 122,775 customers on flat rates. 

4. The city had surplus water that St. Louis 
County Water Co. wanted to buy. A cancella- 
tion clause fully protected city water users; the 
income would have been largely pure gain. But 
former Comptroller Nolte killed the deal on the 
fantastic complaint that it would encourage 
more people to move to the suburbs. 

These things happened before the waterworks 
debt was all retired, while the water bond agree- 
ments still provided some -protection against 
political meddling. It is easy to foresee the out- 
come if, as is now proposed, the new charter 
gives politicians an open license to meddle. 

Instead of that, the water system should go 
under a non-political board and manager with 
a mandate to operate it as an efficient commu- 
nity business.

What Shall We Do About China? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Student rejects any idea of military intervention or pouring more 
money down Chiang’s rathole; thinks an effort to wall in Chinese 
Communism would wreak great harm in Japan and elsewhere in 
Asia; believes the best choice is to negotiate with the new rulers.

A month after release of the State De- 
partment White Paper on China, Ameri- 
cans ere still debating the advisability of 
further military and economic aid to the 
Nationalist Government of Chiang Kai- 
shek. The White Paper ought to have laid 
the ghost of Chiang as an effective leader 
who, if given enough support, might be able 
to sirny the Chinese revolution. The civil 
war is not over, but 
the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment has already 
lost it. 

At present, there- 
fore, we face these 
alternatives: 

1. We might send 
a substantial Ameri- 
can expeditionary 
force to support local 
warlords who would 
try to reconquer Chi- 
na from the Commu- 
nists. 

2. We might cut 
our connections with . 
Chita ane ter te Chiang Kai-shek 
compensate for it by a vigorous policy of 
competition with Communism in Japan, 
Southeast Asia and India. 

3. We might attempt to establish and ex- 
tend relations between Communist China 
and the United States. 


We Can’t Buy Victory 

1. Military Intervention. The dispatch to 
China of an expeditionary force is the only 
way by which we could even hope to make 
American power the decisive factor in the 
Chinese revolution. There is no reason to 
suppose that the American public would 
tolerate any such enterprise; that, if under- 
taken, it would be successful in view of 
China’s geography and population; or that, 
if it were successful, American interests 
would be served by our assumption of re- 
sponsibility for governing 400,000,000 angry 
Chinese by force. It is easy to advocate 
sending a few hundred million dollars to 
local warlords to resist the Chinese Com- 
munists, but there is no evidence that the 
money would have any effect. 

It is important for Americans to grasp 
not merely the fact of, but the reasons for, 
the Kuomintang debacle. This debacle is 
the culmination of a century of effort to 
give modern polish to the surface of Chi- 
nese society without altering its basic struc- 
ture, As each attempt has failed more dis- 
astrously than the precefling one, conser- 
vatism has deteriorated into a reaction 
whose viciousness is limited only by its in- 
competence, and liberalism has assumed a 
revolutionary character. 


The Kuomintang has collapsed militarily 
because it forfeited its early leadership of 
indigenous Chinese revolutionary forces. It 
is unrealistic to suppose that local right- 
wing coups can now succeed where the 
Kuomintang failed. The suggestion that 
there is some cheap and painless form of 
conducting military intervention in China 
at this date is dangerously misleading. 


How to Spite Ourselves 


2. Competition with Communism. Ameri- 
can aid programs based on a realistic un- 
derstanding of the dynamics of social 
change in twentieth century Asia should 
have top priority in our foreign policy if 
we are to avoid in Japan, Southeast Asia 
and India the tragic mistakes to which our 
ignorance of China has led. This, however, 
will not leave us free to ignore China. 

Even if we were prepared to abandon 
our interests in China itself—and there is 
no evidence ‘that the American public is 
prepared to do so—we would be forced by 
the requirements of our Japanese, Indian 
and Southeast Asian policies to make a de- 
cision on intercourse with Communist China. 

There is no way by which the United 
States can stop the new government of 
China from exercising a tremendous pow- 
er of attraction in Southeast Asia and In- 


dia. We have little chance of playing an 
effective role in that area if we start from 
a position of intransigeant opposition to 
Chinese Communism which, rightly or 
wrongly, is regarded by Southern Asians 
today as a movement of genuine liberation 
with which they have many common inter- 
ests. The Pacific pact, suggested by Chiang 
Kai-shek and President Elpidio Quirino of 
the Philippines, is bitterly opposed by many 
non-Communist Asians. 

In the long run, there can be no healthy 
and stable Japanese economy without ac- 
cess to Chinese raw materials and Chinese 
markets. An American grand strategy 
which, by forcibly isolating Japan from 
Communist China, increases the hazards 
to Japanese recovery, would heighten the 
present disturbing social tensions in Japan, 
and leave the United States the scapegoat. 

We cannot escape from the dilemma of 
our China policy by planning programs 
for India, Southeast Asia, and Japan. Para- 
doxically, if we attempt to erect a cordon 
sanitaire between Communist China and 
the non-Communist areas of Southern and 
Eastern Asia, we will weaken the very 
forces on which we must rely for competi- 
tion with Communism. 


Fair Chance to Agree 


3. Relations with Communist China. The 
dangers inherent in dealing with Commu- 
nists are obvious and real; the risks in- 
volved in refusing to deal with them, par- 
ticularly in China, are as real but less ob- 
vious, Communist China will not disappear 
because the United States refuses to recog- 
nize its existence. The Communist bid for 
power is the most effective in modern Chi- 
nese history, and the great majority of Chi- 
nese of all classes are rallying to the new 
order with genuine enthusiasm. 

This enthusiasm may eventually give way 
to disillusion and disaffection, but unfriend- 
ly action on the part of the United States 
cannot contribute to or hasten the process. 
American hostility will be more likely to 
sustain Chinese support for the Communists. 

There is still a fair chance that we can 
reach working agreements with the Chi- 
nese Communists on many levels. It will 
not be easy, but if our memories were 
longer, we would not have imagined that 
any Chinese revolutionary government 
would immediately adopt a cordial attitude 
toward the most outstanding great power. 

Our representatives in diplomacy, busi- 
ness, and educational activities, long weary 
with the Kuomintang, expected too much 
too soon from the incoming Communists. 
Anti-foreign propaganda, which is nothing 
new in Chinese nationalist movements, 
should not stop us from making a realistic 
effort to come to terms. 


Nothing to Lose by Trying 


We have nothing to lose by trying. If 
we should succeed, American ideas, skills, 
and goods could contribute greatly to, and 
thereby at least indirectly influence, the 
Communist programs of economic develop- 
ment and social reform. 

Although China is Communist, it is still 
in our interest to contribute to its stabil- 
ity and prosperity. It is by no means a 
foregone conclusion that Communist China 
will be a satellite of the U.S.S.R. One can- 
not foresee the shape of the emerging Chi- 
na, nor can any outside power mold it. But 
we cannot even affect China’s future un- 
less we remain in contact with the Chi- 
nese. And we can at least be certain that 
China is miore likely to maintain its in- 
dependence under conditions of peace, eco- 
nomic development and contact with the 
Western world than under conditions of 
isolation, blockade, famine and violence.

The Big Rock 


ALCATRAZ ISLAND PRISON AND THE MEN WHO 
LIVE THERE, by James A. Johnston. (Charies Scrib- 
ner's Sons, 2% pgs., $3.50.) 

Alcatraz Island as a prison was erected 
with the idea of suppressing and controlling 
dangerous types of organized criminals fall- 
ing within Federal jurisdiction. Its inmates 
were sorted and screened from Atlanta and 
Leavenworth and the toughest were brought 
to The Rock. 

James A. Johnston, warden of Alcatraz 
for 15 years before his retirement in 1949, 
tells in the beginning chapters how guards 
were picked and describes the special 
training they received to make the island 
prison escape-proof. They were taught how 
to handle prisoners individually and in 
greups, They read books and attended lec- 
tures on prison psychology, penology and 
problems relating to prison life. 


Some of the most enlightening chapters 


deal with specific types of criminals, such 
as bank robbers, es- 


cape artists and mail 
train bandits. In each 
group there are case 
histories of some of 
the more daring con- 
victs. Separate chap- 
ters are devoted to 
Al Capone, “Machine 
Gun” Kelly and Roy 
Gardner. 

The frustrations of 
long sentences, the 
repression of sexual 
urges and the loss of 
normal liberty cause 
many psychopaths, 
psychotics and psy- 
choneurotics. In the chapter dealing with 
this problem case histories of many sane- 
insane-sane again types or mentally sick in- 
mates are interestingly reviewed. Many 
Alcatraz inmates have tried to escape. The 
most spectacular attempt is described in 
the chapter “The Battle of Alcatraz.” It 
started on May 2, 1946 and the convicts 
led by Bernard Coy, who boasted no pris- 
on could hold him, and Joseph Cretzer, a 
cold blooded killer, withstood a siege of 48 
hours. 

Since outside visitors are not encouraged 
at Alcatraz, the book is full of information 
that will not be found elsewhere. It is well 


assembled and interestingly told.

Margaret Mackay starts out with a sure 
and original device for enlisting the read- 
er’s ov'ick attention: a strange man looking 
out o* a London hotel window saw in the 
city’s fog “the figure of a‘girl, slim and 
long-legged, hurrying past in a full-flowing 
red raincoat.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 29—The 
three women who were excluded 
from the voting roll of the House 
of Clerical and Lay Deputies at 
the Protestant Episcopal General 
Convention, but to whom the 
House offered the courtesy of 
seats without voice or vote, de- 
clined the offer yesterday. 

A statement written on behalf 
of the three women by Mrs. Ed- 
mund V. Cowdry of St. Louis, one 
of their number, was read to the 
House by Dean Sidney E. Sweet 
of Christ Church Cathedral, St. 
Louis. The statement had the in- 
dorsement of Bishop William Scar- 
lett of the (Eastern) Missouri dio- 
cese and Bishop Stephen F. Bayne 
of Olympia, Wash., formerly a St. 
Louis rector. 

The women thanked the House 
for “its permission to be seated 
without voice or vote,” but said: 
“Such action is irrelevant to the 
main issue. We were elected by 
our dioceses, not as women but 
as lay deputies. The question is 
not one of courtesy, but whether 
or not women may represent in its 
councils the church they are proud 
to serve. We therefore decline the 
courtesy offered to us.” 

The signers were Mrs. Cowdry, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Pittman Davis of 
Omaha and Miss Ruth Jenkins of 
Seattle. 

Against “Jim Crow’ Rules. 

A proposal to do away with 
“Jim Crow” restrictions within 
the church was introduced in the 
House of Deputies by Clifford P. 
Morehouse of New York, editor 
of The Living Church. The reso- 
lution offered by Morehouse was: 

“Every communicant or bap- 
tized member of the Church shall 
be entitled to equal rights and 
status in any parish or mission 
church thereof. He shall not be 
excluded from the worship or 
sacraments of the Church, nor 
from parochial membership, be- 
cause of race, color or nation- 
ality.” 

There was no indication when 
the resolution would come to a 
vote, 

In the House of Bishops, a spe- 
cial committee recommended ac- 
tion looking to more liberal inter- 
pretation of the Church’s mar- 
riage laws. The committee rec- 
ommended appointment of a 
joint commission on holy matri- 
mony, to consist of three bishops, 
three presbyters and three lay- 
men. They would study the mat- 
ter three years and report to the 
next General Convention, in 1952, 
on possible amendment of existing 
canons. 

Divorce Question. 

A major question has been 
whether the stated grounds for 
nullifying a marriage, in the eyes 
of the Church, must have existed 
before the marriage, or if they 
are valid when they occur after 
the marriage. The committee 
took the position that the grounds 
are acceptable if they occur after 
marriage. 

The Episcopal Church, prior to 
1946, would remarry only the in- 
nocent party in a divorce result- 
ing from adultery. In 1946, the 
House of Bishops and the House 
of Deputies authorized nine 
grounds for nullifying a marriage. 
These ranged from fraud and 
duress to venereal disease. 

Under the 1946 canon, a person 
desiring a church marriage after 
divorce applies to the Bishop for 
a ruling. The Bishop has final 
gay.

Tackles usually are big, brawny 
huskies and guards most often 
are on a smaller scale of bump- 
tious football flesh. But when 
the St. Louis University Billikens 
take the field tomorrow night for 
their season opening game at 
Walsh Stadium, don’t use that 
rule of thumb. 

Under the influence of a brain 
wave, mothered by the necessity 
resulting from fast backs and 
blockers too slow in pulling out 
of the line, Head Coach Joe 
Maniaci has made a mildly revo- 
lutionary change. 

Now all of Maniaci’s guards will 
play at tackle positions and all 
of his tackles will be in guard po- 
sitions. Thus, the guard who has 
spent his prep football life pulling 
out of the line, will do the same 
from a tackle position—and be 
one step nearer his blocking as- 
signment on an opposition end or 
line backer. 

Maniaci’s troubles had begun 
when the guards, pulling from the 
guard positions, were too slow in 
pivoting out of the line and get- 
ting out to their assignment. They 
collided with backs who were hit- 
ting an off tackle hoie, 

Moreover, his tackles were too' 
big and. unwieldly to be given the) 
job of pulling out of the line, so} 
the only thing to do was reverse 
their respectively original posi-| 
tions. | 

It's not new—having tackle po-) 
sition men pull out of the line to! 
do the blocking job. Maniaci re-| 
membered that Missouri does. it, | 
and many other teams do it. But 
most, Maniaci says, make regular _ 
tackles do the job. The St. Louis 
coach believes he has something 
new when he shifts the guards | 
outside, thus capitalizing on the 
guards’ experience in prep foot- 
ball were “pulling” is invariably 
their job. 

This only applies on offense. | 
Tackles will be tackles on defense, 
which leaves the guards only one 
thing to be—that is, guards. So 
get your program early for tomor- 
row night’s kickoff against the 
Northeast Missouri Teachers from 
Kirksville.

Maniaci sounded eminently log- 
ical, however.

Three cups cooked rice. 

Cut veal in pieces one or two 
fnches square. Place in kettle or 
heavy frying pan with shortening. 
Sprinkle with flour, paprika, salt 
and pepper. Stir and cook slowly 
until veal is browned. Add onion, 
cover and simmer slowly until 
onion has nearly disappeared and 
meat is tender.

Two cups boullion or chicken 
stock. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

Method: Heat fat in a skillet. 
Cook onion and garlic in the fat 
until translucent, then add the 
rice. Cook the rice until it has a 
golden color, adding more fat if 
necessary. Put the rice mixture 
and two cups of chicken broth in 
a two-quart saucepan. Cover with 
a tight-fitting lid. Set over a hot 
flame until it boils vigorously. 
Then reduce the heat as low as 
possible and simmer for 14 min- 
utes more. Remove the lid and 
permit the rice to steam dry. 
Serve in a vegetable bowl. This 
recipe will serve six persons. 


Rice Waffles. 

One cup sifted flour. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon baking soda. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon sugar. 

Three eggs, separated. 

One-third cup melted shortening. 

One and one-half cups butter- 
milk. 

One cup cooked rice. 

Sift dry ingredients together. 
Beat egg whites and egg yolks 
separately. Combine shortening, 
beaten egg yolks and buttermilk; 
then add to dry ingredients, mix- 
ing well. Fold in rice and stiffly 
beaten egg whites. Bake in hot 
waffle iron until browned. 

Makes eight waffles. 


Banana Rice. 

Three cups cooked rice

From Cape Cod to the mouth of 
the Rio Grande, and from Puget 
Sound to San Diego harbor, oys- 
ter men have been tonging and 
dredging oysters from their beds 
in bays and estuaries for ship- 
ment throughout the nation. This 
is oyster season and, according to 
authorities, a good crop is ex- 
pected for the stason which ends 
with April. 

A Balanced Food. 

Oysters contribute nutritive value 
to the diet as well as being flavor- 
ful. They are an excellent source 
of the “protective” nutrients—pro- 
teins, minerals and vitamins. An 
average serving of six oysters will 
supply more than the daily re- 
quirements of iron and copper, 
about one-half the iodine and 
about one-tenth of the needed 
protein, calcium, magnesium, 
phosphorus, Vitamin A, thiamine, 
riboflavin and niacin. To make a 
completely rounded meal from a 
nutritional standpoint, only addi- 
tional sources of calories are 
needed. 

Oysters also have a special ap- 
peal to the busy homemaker be- 
cause of the ease with which they 


are prepared—no waste, complete- 


ly edible and easy to serve. They 


can be served raw as a cocktail, 
cooked in a variety of. ways, such 
as stews, chowders, baked, broiled, 
fried, 
combination with cheese, bacon, 
celery, spinach, rice, or as a stuf- 
fing for poultry.

How to Purchase. 

Oysters may be purchased in 
three forms: Live in the shell, 
fresh or frozen, shucked, or 
canned. 

Oysters in the shell are gencr- 
ally sold by the dozen and should 
be alive when purchased. If shell 
oysters are held at 40 degrees, 
they will remain alive for a week 
or more. 

Shucked oysters should be plump 
and have a natural creamy color 
with clear liquor. When kept 
properly refrigerated, they will 
remain fresh for a week or 10 
days. Frozen oysters should not 
be thawed until ready for use. 
Once thawed, they should not be 
refrozen. 

The quantity to purchase de- 
depends on how the oysters are 
to be served. For six persons, al- 
low three dozen shell oysters, or 
one part of shucked oysters, or 
two No. 1 cans of canned oysters. 


Large or select shucked oysters 
are usually preferable for frying 
or broiling; small or standard 
oysters for stews, casseroles, etc. 

To many who enjoy oysters, 
they are considered perfect when 
served on the half shell with a 
trickle of lemon juice and a dash 
of Worcestershire or Tabasco 
sauce, To those who prefer them 
cooked, oysters are best when 
not cooked too long. They should 
be cooked over slow heat and 
then only until the edges begin 
to curl. This leaves them plump 
and . tender. 

Oyster Stew. 

One pint oysters. 

Four tablespoons butter. 

One quart milk. 

One and one-half teaspoons salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Paprika. 

Melt butter, add drained oysters 
and cook three minutes or until 
edges curl. Add milk, salt and 
pepper, and bring almost to boil- 
ing point. Serve at once. Gar- 
nish with paprika. Serves 6. 

Fried Oysters. 

One quart select oysters. 

Two eggs, broken. 

Two tablespoons milk. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

One cup breadcrumbs, cracker 
crumbs or cornmeal. 

Drain oysters. Mix egg, milk 
and seasonings. Dip oysters in 
egg mixture and fry in hot fat; 
when brown on one side turn and 
brown other side. Cooking time 
about 5 minutes. Drain on ab- 
sorbent paper. Serve immediately 
with slices of lemon or tartar 
sauce. Serves 6. 

Oysters Au Gratin. 

One pint oysters. 

Six slices buttered toast, 

Two eggs, beaten. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon prepared mustard. 

One-half teaspoon paprika, 

One-half cup milk. 

One cup grated cheese. 

Trim crusts from bread. Cut 
each slice into quarters. Combine 
beaten eggs, seasonings and milk. 
Arrange layer of bread in but- 
tered casserole, cover with layer 
of oysters. Sprinkle with grated 
cheese. Repeat layer, pour milk 
mixture over contents of dish, 
and cover with. grated cheese. 
Place casserole in pan of hot 
water, bake in moderate oven 
350 F. for 30 minutes or until 
brown. Serves 6.

Extra egg whites and yolks are 
among the familiar cooking left- 
overs which thrifty housewives 
often ask how to use to best ad- 
vantage. There are many good 
ways to use these leftovers. It is 
best to-use them promptly and 
keep them covered in the refrig- 
erator while they wait. Cover un- 
broken yolks with water. Keep 
whites or broken yolks in a 
tightly covered jar or dish. 

Either an extra white or an 


extra yolk may be added to 
scrambled eggs, custard, cheese 
sauce, cooked salad dressing, the 
egg-and-milk mixture for French 
toast, or for coating croquettes, 
sliced tomatoes or egg plant before 
frying. 

A white custard, smooth and 
unusually firm, may be made by 
using four egg whites in place of 
two eggs called for in a recipe. A 
custard with a deep yellow color 
may be made by using two yolks 
for each whole egg in the recipe 
and baking slightly longer. 


Cakes like custards may be 
made with all whites or all yolks 
as well as with whole eggs. 


Extra whites have a greater va- 
riety of uses. For example, in 
cheese or vegetable souffle or in 
chocolate souffle for dessert, six 
egg whites may be used in place 
of four eggs. In baked puddings, 
three whites may replace two eggs. 
Extra whites also may be used in 
gelatin sponge desserts, such as 
the old-fashioned snow pudding. 
Fruit whips—nutritious desserts 
for young and old in the family— 
are made by whipping whites with 
sugar and combining with strained 
fruit. 

An extra white may be used to 
“stretch” whipped cream. Fold a 
meringue made of one white and 
two tablespoons of sugar into one 


cup of whipped cream. The same 


[GREEN TOMATO RELISH ADDS 
PLEASURE TO FALL DISHES 


Green tomato chow chow pro- 
vides a relish to add pleasure to 
fall meals now that all the vege- 
tables which go into it are plen- 
tiful and rather low in price. This 
relish will keep from two to three 
weeks in a refrigerator or other 
cold place. The recipe makes 
about one quart of finished prod- 
uct. 

Green Tomato Chow Chow. 

Vegetable needs are one quart 
of finely chopped green tomatoes, 
three cups of finely chopped cab- 
bage, and one-half cup each of 
finely chopped onion and green 
pepper. In addition, a cup of vin- 
egar, and one-fourth cup of salt, 
one tablespoon of dry mustard, 
one-half cup of sugar, one table- 
spoon of celery seed, and two 
tablespoons of horseradish are 
needed. 

Sprinkle layers of tomatoes, cab- 
bage, onion, and green pepper 
with salt. Let the mixture stand 
overnight. In the morning squeeze 
the vegetables dry. Add other in- 
gredients. Pour the -chow chow 
into clean jars and cover them. 


GOURMET SPECIAL 


Dip large oysters in undiluted 
evaporated milk seasoned with 
salt and pepper, then in very fine 
dry breadcrumbs and place them 
close together on a buttered shal- 
low pan. Broil for three minutes 
in a pre-heated broiling oven. Put 
the cooked oysters on a bed of 
flaky cooked rice and serve with 
white sauce flavored with minced 
parsley. Make the sauce with 
equal parts evaporated milk and 
water for a creamy texture and 
taste. 


| WALNUT TAPIOCA 


Three cups milk. 

Three tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca. 

Half a teaspoon salt. 

Three eggs, separated. 

Half a cup granulated sugar. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Half a cup chopped walnuts. 

Heat milk to scalding. Add tapi- 
oca and salt and cook over hot 
water 12 minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. Beat egg yolks slightly; 
add one-fourth cup sugar; blend. 
Gradually add hot tapioca to egg 
mixture, return to double boiler 
and cook until mixture thickens. 
Cool. Add vanilla. Just before 
serving, beat egg whites until 
stiff. Gradually add one-fourth 
cup of sugar, a tablespoon at a 
time, beating between each addi- 
tion. Fold into tapioca together 
with walnuts. Garnish with extra 
walnuts. Serves six.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 29— 
The question whether the Mis- 
souri public schools will receive 
all or only part of a $2,090,000 fine 
paid to the state in 1947 by 122 
stock fire insurance companies in 
an ouster proceeding, was taken 
under advisement yesterday by the 
Missouri Supreme Court, after 
hearing arguments. 

The Supreme Court heard an 
appeal by the state from a ruling 
last year by Circuit Judge Sam 
C. Blair in Cole County Circuit 
Court here, holding all of the 
$2,090,000 should be distributed to 
the public school districts in the 
same manner as other state pub- 
lic school money. 

The lower court rejected the 
contention of Attorney General J. 
E. Taylor that the proceeds of the 
fine should be placed in the state 
general revenue fund. If placed 
there the schools would receive 
either one-fourth or one-third of 
the $2,090,000, depending upon in- 
terpretation of a constitutional 
provision setting aside at least 
one-fourth of general revenue for 
the schools. The public school 
law sets aside one-third of such 
revenue for the schools. 

Counsel for school districts 
which sought a declaratory judg- 
ment on disposition of the fine 
urged the Supreme Court to up- 
hold the lower court finding, con- 
tending the insurance company 
fine should be handled in the 
same manner as other fines and 
penalties which are placed in 
school funds by law. 

The case was instituted by the 
New Franklin school district, of 
New Franklin, Mo.

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Man Who Said ‘Nuts 
‘Old Crock' Heads 


Bacterial Warfare

HE Old Crock, most famous paratrooper in 
T American history, is still jumping. In his 
case it’s a leap from nuts to bugs. The Old 
Crock is Maj. Gen. Anthony Clement McAuliffe. 


In the worst emer- 
gency of World War 
Il, he took over 
command of the 
101st Airborne Divi- 
sion at Bastogne 
and, to a German 
ultimatum for sur- 
render, calmly an- 
swered “Nuts.” Now 
he’s been jumped 
up to command of 
the’ Army’s Chem- 
ical Corps which, in 
addition to poison 
gases and such old 
oe stuff, is developing 
that nice new little 
GEN. McAULIFFE wrinkle, — bacterio- 
logical warfare. This business of dropping dis- 
ease-spreading bacteria into enemy territory is 
all very hush-hush, but there are some who say 
that the dreaded atomic bomb will be child's 
play, a mere drop in the bucket, compared to 
the bug warfare of the future.

THE OLD CROCK GOT his nickname when 
the 10lst was training in England before its 
D-day drop into Normandy. Some of his boys 
saw the annual English competition for ancient 
motor cars, called the Old Crocks; something 
like the occasional exhibitions in America featur- 
ing Stanley Steamers and Locomcbiles and 
Loziers and Wintons and Franklins. To the kid 
paratroopers, General Mac was an old fuddy- 
duddy then—he was 46 and had a wife and 
children. 

Tony McAuliffe was probably the oldest man 
still jumping for a living. His original training 
was in the artillery, but when you become air- 
borne everybody jumps, generals as well as 
cooks. And so the Old Crock dropped into the 
marshes of Normandy and into the swamps of 
Holland. He and his men were preparing to 
jump over the Rhine when the summons came 
to hurry to Bastogne—by truck! 


* * * 


AS A TOKEN REWARD for saving Bastogne, 
a group of American war correspondents invited 
McAuliffe to a New Year’s eve party at tha 
Hotel de la Poste in Esch, Luxembourg. The 
general brought along with aim his G-2 staff 
aide, Col. Paul Danahy. The paratroopers oper- 
ate on Ambrose Bierce’s philosophy that “In the 
midst of life, we are in death,” and Col, Danahy 
followed this out by retiring from the Army to 
return to Minneapolis and engage in a business 
known in the trade as “underground novelties,” 
meaning caskets. 

The Old Crock got a further reward when he 
Was upped in rank to take over command of 
the 103rd Infantry Division, then fighting in the 
wooded Vosges. His airborne comrades gave 
him a great sendoff—and a pair of canvas 
leggins! 

Next we heard of General Mac in Washing- 
ton, where he was engaged in hush-hush work 
with the Joint Research and Development Board. 
Then he went out to Japan, where he was until 
recalled to Washington to become chief of the 
Chemical Corps in charge of poison gases and 
enemy-devouring bugs. 


* * * 


WHETHER OR NOT THE Old Crock ever 
has occasion to turn his bugs loose, he will for- 
ever be associated in history with that one word 
of defiance he addressed to the proud German 
army of Marshal von Rundstedt, 

As memories fade, many versions are related 
concerning that historic word “Nuts.” The 
authentic version, as related by Gen. McAuliffe 
to this correspondent on the day the siege of 
Bastogne was lifted, follows: 

The 101ist Airborne, itself not up to full 
strength, was defending the strategic crossroads 
city of Bastogne with the help of remnants of 
three battered American infantry and armored 
divisions. Bastogne was cut off and encircled 
by eight German divisions and the cream of Von 
Rundstedt’s counter-offensive flowed on toward 
the Meuse. | 

At this desperate juncture there arrived the 
arrogant German demand for abject surrender. 
In his bomb-shelled red brick headquarters on 
the outskirts of bloody Bastogne, the Old Crock 
studied the ultimatum. Grouped around him 
were Col. Danahy and a few more staff officers. 


* * * 


“I'D IGNORE IT,” said one. 

“But you shouldn’t ignore an official ulti- 
matum,” said another. “Protocol insists that 
you answer it one way or another.” 

“General,” interposed still another, “how about 
your original reaction when the ultimatum was 
handed in? As I remember, you said, ‘Aw, 
nuts’.” 

“Okay,” said the Commanding General, sum- 
moning his shorthand sergeant. 

In these words, history was made as the Old 
Crock spoke: 

“Take a letter. Address it to the Commanding 
General, the German Forces Outside Bastogne. 
Date it properly, type it on good paper and sign 
it the American General Inside Bastogne. And 
make the text read: ‘Aw, nuts.’ No, change 
that. Eliminate the ‘Aw.’ Make it plain ‘Nuts.’ 
We must be perfectly polite to the enemy. 
That’s all.”

How to Play Canasta

» S&S much so ce a aiga—and in a more spectacular 
A» than any other card game—Canasta offers opportuni- 

“ties for brilliancy on both attack and defense. This whiz- 
bang of a Rummy variant imported from the Argentine also 
calls into action every mental and temperamental attribute 
of the fine card player, while at the same time affording 
high amusement for the more casual venturer. 

Keen perception, dependable memory, soundness in prob- 
abilities, shrewdness in deception, sharpness in analyzing mo- 
tives, ability to keep a complex set of facts in mind and make 
deductions from them—these and other qualities of the skilled 
competitor are all of value to the devotee of Canasta. Like- 
wise the ability to take a sudden disappointment or retain 
self-control when a thrillingly fortuitous development occurs. 

You can be raised to the heights or dropped suddenly to the 
depths in this whirling-deryishy game. Either of those climac- 
tic events can occur especially after the discard pile has been 
“frozen” for a considerable stretch. As card after card gets 
placed on it, and it grows and grows until everybody knows 
“there’s gold in them thar hills” in the form of a lot of cards 
which can build up Canastas and other melds, each side keeps 
hoping for appearance of a discard with which it holds a 
truly matching pair, so it can grab the entire stack of cards. 
Eventually one side does capture it—and sometimes emits a 
yell that can be heard several floors away, as the poor oppo- 
nents disconsolately sit there and take their bitter medicine.

SOME OF THE MOST profit-paying skill of the game 
comes into fullest play when the “frozen pack” situation exists. 
It is then that a player will break up a pair or even discard

a wild card in order to avoid giving his next opponent a whack’ 


at that coveted discard pile. At the same time he tries to retain 
natural pairs himself, in the hope that a card of the same 
rank will be looking him in the face with a happy smile, when 
it comes his next turn. 

That is only one catalytic place, however, where it pays to 
follow sound advice, There are good and bad policies that 
can be observed at practically every stage of the game. In 
the very outset, it is well to make your first meld ‘as soon 
as possible, in order to give your partner a chance to pick 
up the discard pile and make additional plays on your own 
melds. At all times it is wise, if you can do it, to keep pairs 
in your hand, so you may seize a frozen discard pile or be 
in position to use a discard that fits your hand. 

It is a sound caution to avoid, if you can, getting down to 
just one or two cards too early in the game. As Ottilie 
Reilly, teacher of the game and writer of books on the sub- 
ject, advises, you should sometimes discard one of your match- 
ing cards in the hope that you can later get the pack to 
build up more Canastas. 

ee, Mee 

AT ALL TIMES, A player should try to prevent giving 
opponents the discard pile. In preference to that calamity, 
it is better to discard one of your own cards that could be 
played, or even a wild card. If your partner later manages 
to get the pack, he can meld the card you had thrown away 
temporarily. | 

There is one situation in which it behooves you to be on 
your toes in an unusual way. That is when the opponents 
have faced all of the red treys, but have scored no melds. 


Then, if ever, you want to call as quickly as you can. For, - 


if you do so before they have a meld, your side scores the 
800 points for the four red treys instead of the holders—or 
rather, which does you just as much net good, the 800 gets 
subtracted from their score and makes them minus that much, 

Mrs. Reilly has one pointer, on what you do after taking 
a discard pile, which would not be obvious at all to the aver- 
age player, but is easy to understand when once stated clearly. 
It is this—after taking a good sized discard pile, do not be in 
a hurry to complete all possible Canastas, but give your part- 
ner a chance first to play on some of them. One exception 
to this, however, is when your opponent at the left is down 
to a single card. In that emergency, he may be able to play 
before your partner has had his chance to do so; then you 
should complete as many Canastas as possible. 

Now for a brief, but important tip—black treys are price- 
less on defense. 


Not for the Vitamin Sharks 


But the Rest of Us Cherish Spaghetti and Ravioli When Properly Made 


EARTY Italian 
H wore evoked cries of pain from 

the diet hounds and the vita- 
min sharks but they are still being 
devoured with gusto by real eat- 
ers all over the world. Despite the 
opposition of string-bean women, 
men everywhere still demand an 
occasional dinner of spaghetti or 
a large helping of ravioli. Spaghet- 
ti has become an adopted dish of 
this country and can be found 
in all its many guises in almost 


any kitchen but beware of the 


amateur ravioli maker. 

The best ravioli I ever ate was 
in a New York restaurant run 
by an ancient Italian. 

Like this: 

Sift one and one-half cups of 
flour on a bread board. Drop two 
egg yolks into its center, add a 
pinch of salt and enough warm 
water to make a stiff dough. 
Knead it. Cover and let stand for 
10 minutes. Roll out thin, Divide 
into two sheets. 


Now make a filling by grind- 
ing a pound of chopped white 
chicken meat. Grind a second 
time, adding four egg yolks and 
one-half cup of cream sauce, Mix 
in a cup oi grated Parmesan 
cheese, season with salt, pepper 
and nutmeg. Put the works 
through the grinder again. Place 
the mixture in a sauce pan, cover 
with chicken broth and cook it 
slowly.for a few minutes. Cool. 

Place a teaspoon of ravioli fill- 
ing, about two inches apart, on 
one of the pastry sheets. Place 
the other pastry sheet on top 
and press the edges down on each 
mound of filling. Cut between the 
mounds with a pastry wheel. 

Now have some _ simmering 
chicken broth ready and drop 
the ravioli in one by one. Cook 
for 10 minutes. Remove to ab- 
sorbent paper. Serve with grated 
cheese and a rich tomato sauce, 
of which there are a thousand 
or so versions. 
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HERE’S A GOOD ONE: 

Cook a large chopped onion, a 
clove of chopped garlic, a half of 
a chopped green pepper and half 
of a chopped carrot in three table- 
spoons of olive oil. Stir. Add a

JEWISH COOKS MAKE a won- 
derful dish called kreplech, a form 


of ravioli,. with a little more 
variety than the Italian version 
of the dish. It is made of fish, 
meat, cheese or vegetables and is 
invariably served in a deep plate 
of chicken coOnsomme. On rare 
occasions they are simply browned 
in fat and are served with egg 
sauce. Kreplech is a favorite dish 
for holiday occasions. 

To make the dough: 

Sift two cups of pastry flour. 


Resift with three-fourths of tea- 
spoon of salt. Drop in three egg 
yolks. Knead, starting from the 
center, adding enough ice water 
to make stiff dough. Roll out very 
thin on a floured board. Cut into 
squares. 

Now for the filling: 

Use your imagination. A tasty 
filling can be made with almost 
any meat, fish or vegetable. 

Here’s an old standby: 

Grind a pound of lean boiled 
beef, add a grated onion, a tea- 
spoon of salt, a pinch of pepper 
and an egg. Mix well and put a 
teaspoon of the mixture on each 
square. Fold over into triangles 
and pinch the edges. Drop into 
rapidly boiling meat stock or clear 
soup and cook for fifteen minutes. 
Serve with a little of the liquid. 

* 
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IN LATIN AMERICA filled 
dough squares are one of the most 
popular of all dishes. They are 
called empanadas, or little pies, 
and they are nearly always baked 
or fried, instead of being cooked 
in a liquid like ravioli. 

These delicious tid-bits are used 
in the place of canapes or for 
handy snacks,at any time of day 
or night. 

Almost everything goes into 
empanadas, chicken, veal, venison, 
rabbit, shrimps, oysters and fish. 
All are made with just enough 
gravy to moisten them well 
without being messy. The finish- 

ing touch is invariably the same 
—a slice of hardcooked egg and 
a@ green olive: 

A popular empanada: 

Cut meat from fried chicken. 
Chop. Hardboil two eggs and chop, 
Mix together moistening with 
white wine. Simmer together. Sea- 
son highly and let caol. Make a 
stiff pastry dough, separate into 
small portions and roll out rounds 
2 little smaller than a saucer. Put 
the filling on one-half of the 
round. Fold the other half over 
and bake in the oven until well 
browned. 
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IN RUSSIA SIMILAR dishes 
are called pirojky and, believe it 
or not, the filling runs from 
ground round steak to cabbage to 
raspberry jam. 


Peace of Soul

CHAPTER FIVE. 

HE intellectual world has sud- 
T acniy rediscovered that man 

is a seat of conflict. Marx 
found conflict in society, Kierke- 
gaard in the soul, Heidegger in 
man’s being, and psychologists in 
the mind. To the credit of all 
of them, it must be said that they 
come much closer to an under- 
standing of man than did the 
Liberals of the last few centu- 
ries, who taught that man was 
naturally good and progressive 
and on the high road to becom- 
ing a god without God. Anyone 
who would say today that modern 
man (who has fought two world 
wars in two decaces) needs only 
evolution and education to make 
him a deity would be less ob- 
servant than the ostrich with his 


.,head.in the sands. It is apparent 


to all that the God-less man of 
the twentieth century has some- 
how. got himself and society into 
a condition of disorder and chaos. 
The psychiatrists who have in- 
vestigated these conflicts and 
tensions have described them in 
various ways. To some of them, 
the conflict is between’ the 
conscious and the _ unconscious 
mind; to others, it is a tension 
between ego and environment; to 
others, a duel between instincts 
and ideals; to others, a war be- 
tween the id and the super-ego. 

Common to all these theories is 
the idea that influences outside of 
the individual, common to the 
race itself, condition him pres- 
ently and cause’ his conflicts. 
Though psychiatrists have redis- 
covered man’s conflict and de- 
scribed it on the unconscious 
level, the human race has always 
known about it. Plato, for ex; 
ample, described personality as a 
charioteer driving two headstrong 
steeds. One of the steeds is appe- 
tite, or instinct; the other is spir- 
it. The driver is reason, who has 
the greatest difficulty in keeping 
both steeds headed in the same 
direction. Sophocles, the ancient 
Greek dramatist, spoke of some 
great primeval disharmony gray 
with age which infected all men. 
Ovid, the Latin poet, wrote, “I see 


» and approve the better things of 


life, the worse things of life I 
follow.” St. Paul described the 
human conflict as waged between 
the law of the mind and the law 
of the members. 

Every human being can bear 
witness to the experience that vic- 
tories are not all on one side, 
either of the body or of the spirit. 
Good people sometimes act like 
bad people, and very bad people 
sometimes act better than good 
people, Goethe regretted that God 
had made only one man of him 
when there was enough material 
in him for both a rogue and a 


gentleman. Stevenson’s “Doctor 
Jekyll and Mr, Hyde” is too well- 
known a story of the conflict in- 
side of man and of his possible 
duality to need retelling. The Lit- 
tle Catechism, summarizing the 
best wisdom of the ancients and 
Christianity, asks the question, 
“Of which should we take more 
care, the body or the soul?’—a 
question which assumes that it is 
possible for either one to gain the 
primacy or mastery of life. 

The fact of conflict in human 
personality is not new. It is only 
its detailed description on the 
psychologica] level that is new. 
Psychiatry pronounces that there 
is some primordial tendency to 
evil in the collective unconscious- 
ness which influences all the 
members of the human race; in 
throwing new light on this ten- 
sion it has added new knowledge 
to what mankind has generally 
known about itself, namely, that 
it is not all that it ought to be. 
It may very well be that the new 
apologetic to the modern soul 
will start with the contributions 
of modern psychology on the sub- 
ject of conflict, that it will be a 
kind of preface to the tract, “De 
peccato originali,” which is rel- 
atively the most important trea- 
tise on theology for the modern 


mind. 
W ine conflict on the uncon- 

scious level, but in the under- 
lying cause of all conflict in the 
body or soul, the will or the heart, 
society or the individual, of which 
the psychological is a superficial 
manifestation. We can eliminate 
immediately the antiquated idea 
that poverty is the cause of in- 
ner disharmony—for if that were 
so, all the rich would be normal. 
Yet there is more abnormality 
among the rich than the poor. 
Nor is the cause of conflict to 
be found in the animal back- 
ground of man, for man marks a 
complete break with the animal as 
is evidenced by the fact that man 
can laugh and animals cannot, 
that man can create art, which 
animals cannot. Laughter and 
art are impossible without ideas on 
the one hand and ideals on the 
other. The cause of conflict is 
not environment, because the gold- 
en bit does not make the better 
horse; Judas, who had the best 
environment in history, died in 
ignominy and shame, Conflict is 
not due to ignorance; otherwise 
every D.D. would be a saint. The 
conflict is not due to the person 
alone. Personal sins do intensify 
one’s complexes; but the inescap- 
able fact is that every human per- 
son in the world has a conflict go- 
ing on inside him. Since it is not 
you, or I, or he, or she alone that 


& & @ 
E are interested here, not in 
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has a tension, it must be that the 
conflict has not a personal origin 
but is due to human nature itself. 
The source of the disorder is to 
be found both in the individual 
and in humanity itself. A psy- 
chology which assumed that all 
conflicts are due to aberrations in 
the person himself would fail to 
account for the universality of 
conflict. Since everybody is that 
way, no individual or personal ex- 
planation can be the total Cause. 
The personal cause is an effect of 
the natural cause, as the individ- 
ual sins because human nature 
sinned. 
*« * 
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F the true origin of the conflict 
| is to be found, not in the indi- 

vidual exclusively, but in human 
nature, it is well to examine the 
human nature that is common to 
all of us. Two facts. stand out. 

First, man is not an angel, nor 
is he a devil. He is not intrinsi- 
cally corrupt (as theologians be- 
gan claiming four hundred years 
ago) nor is he intrinsically divine 
(as philosophers began saying fif- 
ty years ago). Rather, man has 
aspirations to good which he finds 
it impossible to realize completely 
by himself; at the same time, he 
has an inclination toward evil 
which solicits him away irom 
these ideals. He is like a man who 
is down a well through his own 
stupidity. Ha knows he ought 
not to be there, but he cannot get 
out by himself. Or, to change the 
picture, he is like a clock whose 
mainspring is broken. He needs 
to be fixed on the inside, but the 
repairs must be supplied from 
without. 

Second, this conflict has all the 
appearances of being due to an 
abuse of human freedom. As the 
drunkard is what he is, because 
of an act of choice, so human na- 
ture seems to have lost the orig- 
inal goodness with which a Good 
God endowed it, through an act 
of choice. As St. Augustine said, 
“Whatever we are, we are not 
what we ought to be.” The origin 
of this conflict has been told by 
medieval and modern theologians 
through the analogy of music. 
Picture an orchestra on a stage 
with a celebrated conductor di- 
recting the beautiful symphony he 
himself composed. Each member 
of the orchestra is free to follow 
the conductor and thus produce 
harmony. But each member is 
also free to disobey th conductor, 
Suppose one of the musicians de- 
liberately plays a false note and 
then induces a violinist alongside 
of him to do the same, Having 
heard the discord, the conductor 
could do one of two things. He 
could either strike his baton and 
order the measure replayed, or he 
could ignore the discord. It would

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

O many people the autumn 
T season means football games, 

crowded stadiums, exciting 
moments. To those of us who at- 
tend the United Nations sessions 
of the Fourth General Assembly, 
it meang a return to work, long 
hours of listening to speeches, 
trying to think out the best way 
of dealing with problems and then 
trying to persuade the other mem- 
bers of our committees that our 
point of view has validity and is 
not a cloak for some hidden mo- 
tive! 

Our meetings in Committee 
Three began last Friday, but were 
adjourned shortly after electing 
officers. On Monday morning the 
first item of our agenda was a 
discussion of the draft conven- 
tion of Freedom of Information. 
We had worked on it with such 
unsatisfactory results in the ad- 
journing session of last spring 
that some of us felt the areas for 
agreement were so remote it 
would be better to refer it to the 
Human Rights Commission. We 
asked them to include provisions 
in the covenant, which they are 
now drafting, since freedom of 
information is one of the basic 
human righfs. We felt the item 
could be retained on the agenda 
until the fifth session of the 
General Assembly. Then, it was 
felt, if the general principles in- 
cluded in the human rights con- 
vention were not sufficient, it 
would still be possible in the light 
of those accepted principles to 
try to draft a convention. 

In the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly we did draft a 


convention on the “transmission 
of news and the right of correc- 
tion,” but this was largély a tech- 
nical convention. Certain small 
countries felt that this convention 
was important to countries, such 
aia the United States and the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, that had great facili- 
ties for gathering and disseminat- 
ing news. They feared, however, 
that it might in some instances 


‘place them at a disadvantage. 


They feel it doubly important, 
therefore, to have the principles 
of freedom of information clearly 
stated. 

On the other hand, it is diffi- 
cult to get agreement among na- 
tions because the existing condi- 
tions in various nations make them 
wish for certain restrictions which 
their particular conditions make 
desirable. You end up with so 
many restrictions that there is 
little or. no freedom left. That is 
what convinced us that if we de- 
parted from the statement of 
broad principles and dealt with 
details at all, it would be extreme- 
ly difficult to come to agreement. 
Evidently, experience. led a large 
number of the other delegations, 
though they did not think it an 
ideal solution, to finally vote with 
us. 

A suggestion made by the dele- 
gate from the Philippines and em- 
bodied in a resolution sponsored 
by the United States, the United 
Kingdom and The Netherlands, 
passed by a very substantial vote. 
I realize that the Human Rights 
Commission will have to spend 
some time in trying to get ac- 
ceptable provisions on this sub- 
ject, but I hope it can be accom- 
plished.

HARLES FROHMAN was a 

little man. When he sat at his 

small table-desk in his cloister- 
like Gothic office in the Empire 
Theater Building, in a leather up- 
holstered armchair, he would some- 
times kick off his Congress gaiters 
and his feet would dangle in the 
air, not touching the floor He was 
a thick little man, solidly rounded 
like a top, always spinning from 
one project to another, walking 
up and down rapidly as he talked, 
nodding, jabbing with his pudgy 
forefinger, leaving sentences trail- 
ing in his wake, but sometimes 
snapping them like a whip with 
pungent, sharp twists of tongue.

He would 
inflate himself, pigeonlike, turning 
red and purple in the face, but the 
inflation did not seem soft; rather, 
he seemed suddenly to grow and 
tower, Neanderthal-like. 

I think my best plays in those 
early days were “Love Watches” 
and “Mrs. Dot,” but Pinero’s “The 
Mind-the-Paint Girl’ was the 
most important. It was a com- 
edy, naturally, but with tongue in 
cheek it seriously criticized the 
social structure of Great Britain 
where, at that time, it was a scan- 
dalous thing for an upper-cruster 
to think of marrying a girl from 
musical comedy. 
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ITH Mrs. Dot I met Somerset 

Maugham, its author. Today, 

Mr. Maugham lets on that he 
is a “very old party,” but judging 
from the few happy times when 
I have been fortunate enough to 
see him these past years, he is 
still a very handsome man. He 
was known and is known now as 
a British writer, but to me he has 
always seemed French. Indeed, 
he was born in France and 
learned French before he spoke 
English; and he was Parisian in- 
stead of Bond street in elegance; 
always with his swallowtails and 
striped trousers, piping on his 
coat, smart gloves, a stick, beau- 
tifully made shoes, a gray top hat 
with a black band, and his briskly 
clipped mustache. And he had 
great smoldering brown eyes. 
Willie was In New York during 
the holidays, during the fall and 
winter of 1913, and so of course 
he was a guest at a party I gave 
on New Year’s eve for the Forbes- 
Robertsons, who were about to 
sail for Europe.

Contract 
Bridge

HE correct method of playing. 

the slam contract in today’s 

deal caused quite a discussion 
among a group of well known ex- 
perts. 


North, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable.

South reached a contract of six 
spades, the opponents having 
made no bids: 

West opened the heart jack, 
and the actual play went as fol- 
lows: South won with the blank 
ace, led a club to the queen, dis- 
carded a diamond on the heart 
king, then led the club six to the 
ace. He ruffed his remaining 
low club in dummy, then cashed 
the three top. trumps. West 
showed out on the third round 
and it became known that South 
would have to concede a spade 
trick. He laid down the high 
club. East ruffed and exited with 
a heart, which declarer ruffed. 
Now South had to rely on the 
diamond finesse, and when that 
went wrong, the slam was lost. 

None of the mentioned experts 
was brash enough to suggest that 
South should have finessed for 
the jack of trumps—that would 
have been a pure double-dummy 
play—but several of them insisted 
that South had passed up the 
line of play which was most like- 
ly to succeed against any reason- 
able lie of cards. Their plan, 
with which this reviewer agrees, 
was as follows: 

At the second trick South leads 
to the club queen, and he then 
cashes the heart king for a dia- 
mond discard, but his next move 
should be to ruff a heart. Now he 
cashes the club ace and ruffs a 
club in dummy, after which he 
ruffs dummy’s last heart with the 
ten of trumps. Now he lays down 
the three high trumps—and the 
news that East has a sure trick 
in the suit is of no consequence! 
South lays down his last club. 
East can ruff, but then must re- 
turn a diamond from the king up 
to dummy’s A-Q. If East does not 
ruff the club but discards a dia- 
mond, South simply cashes the 
diamond ace for the twelfth trick.

He in turn sold four-room brick | 
homes for as little as $4200 and 
six-room brick homes for as little 
as $6500. 


These homes are in very good 


condition at the present time. 


At this moment almost 100 per | 
cent of workers in the building | = 


business from the unskilled la- 
borer to the skilled mechanics 
and most sub-contractors and 
general contractors are forced to 
be members of collectivist organi- 
zations to work at the building 
business. 

If we as builders were not mem- 


would live in constant fear of 
having our men beat up and pos- 
sibly crippled, and also of having 
our homes creosoted or otherwise 
damaged. 

One group of workers have a 
rule whereby any man in that 
trade is not allowed to lift any 
article weighing over 30 pounds. 

If an article weighs 31 pounds 
Or over two men must handle it. 

There are enough other re- 


strictive practices in the building 
business to fill your entire Sun- |My 
|had special separate pens for the 


day paper. 

On some items in the building 
business wages and material 
costs are about two times what 
they were in 1940, but the sub- 
contractors on these items will 
hand the builder a bid five times 
the 1940 figure. 

It seems that each group is try- 
ing to get all that it can while 
the getting is good. 

They do not seem to care what 
happens to our country or to pres- 
ent day home buyers when they 
can no longer meet the excessive 
monthly payments on most home 
loans. 

If the costs of new homes were 
lowered to a reasonable price, 
older homes would drop in price 
also.

age at 5 per cent interest. To 

egin with, that ratio’ of loan to 
total cost is illegal for most mort- 
gage bankers. The closest thing 
to it is an FHA insured loan, on 
which the interest earnings to the 
lender are at the rate of 4% per 
cent per annum simple interest, 
and the gross earnings over a 
period of 20 years are $3665. The 
net yield, with present day operat- 
ing costs, would be far from 
that figure. Would the St. Louis 
Labor Tribune, or its constituents, 
invest their capital on a compar- 
able risk for any less? During 
the past few years, interest rates 
on real estate loans have been at 
the lowest level in our history. 

The statement that “Real es- 
tate speculators and mortgage 
bankers. . are keeping high 
the price of housing” is absolute- 
ly without foundation. Most mort- 
gage bankers would rather have 
two $4500 loans than one for $9000 
on single family dwellings. While 
the earnings are practically the 
same, the risk is not nearly as 
great. Furthermore, there has 
been very little speculating in 
single family houses on the pres- 
ent high market. Real estate 
Speculators know that this is a 
, seller's market,” rather than a 

‘buyer’s market.”

OUSEWIFE?” in her article 
of Sunday, Sept. 18—surely 
does hit the nail on the 
head. As a realtor and realty 
dealer and builder with over 45 
years of experience, I deplore the 
prices asked by owners particu- 
larly of aged houses (it looks 
like no owner will admit that his 
or her house is old) without 
rhyme or reason. 

Whether we like it or not 
houses and buildings of any na- 
ture depreciate. In the case of 
houses, brick houses of average 
construction depreciate at the 
rate of 2 per cent a_ year, 
and frame houses three and more 
per cent according to type of con- 
struction. Land may appreciate 
because of improvement in loca- 
tion, but buildings do not. The 
prices asked by owners for their 
old houses are not borne out by 
facts, and the realty dealers 
should get together and all refuse 
to try to sell these old houses 
for any such prices as are being 
asked. If all of them did so the 
greedy owners would come ,ta 
earth and either take a fair and 


reasonable price for their houses,. 


or else keep them, They cannot 
be sold now or ever for the crazy 
prices they want. Loan compan- 
ies are not insane and the dif- 
ference between the amount of 
the loan and the price asked, is 
so great that either the prospect 
has sense enough to know that 
the property is not worth the ask- 
ing price, or else he does not have 
the money to pay the balance, 
and therefore there are few sales 
of old houses, and the prospect 
turns to the new houses being 
offered, in most cases for less 
than the prices asked for old 
houses, 

Owners of old houses must 
be made to realize that they can- 
not get the cost of a new house. 
They must allow the deprecia- 
tion, and also the fact that their 
homes are not up to the standard 
of new homes, and that the loan 
value of course is much less. 

I personally sold homes brand 
new in 1939 and 1942 in the finest 
locations for from $5000 to $6500 
which owners now want, from 
the magic figure of $13,500 (where 
they all get the idea of $13,500 
is more than I can understand) 
and of course they are not selling 
them—and will not either. ‘

Fry 8 strips bacon until very 
crisp. Remove, drain and ¢rum- 
ble. Make cream sauce of 2 table- 
spoons butter or margarine to 
which % cup flour is blended in, 
then add % teaspoon salt and 2 
cups of milk, and hold this sauce 
over hot water in double boiler. 
Wash % pound mushrooms (about 
16 large caps), break stems from 
caps, and slice stems.

In other words, 
the custard should be cooked in 
steam considerably below the boil-
